Only receipt of official communica- 
tions of acceptance remained last night 
to delay an immediate decision as to 
when and where Secretary Kellogg’s 
multilateral 
of war shall be signed by the represen- 
tatives of the fifteen governments who 
will compose the charter members of 
this new peace pact. 

The State Department received and 
made public yesterday acceptances of 
an unqualified character from Belgium 
and Poland. They supplemented the 
favorable replies already received from 
Germany, France, Italy and the Irish 
Free State. 

In addition the department heard 
from London that the acceptance of 
the British government, as well as 
those of Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa and Indla, would 
reach Washington by cable or mail to- 
day. It also learned through diplo- 
matic channels that acceptances from 
Japan and Czechoslovakia would come 
in before the end of the week.

Furthermore, 
the authorities have gained much in- 
formation complicating directly clerical 
action in this crime. 

“But my government without being 
impressed for one moment for this new 
somber system which ts being practiced

“It is a criminal illusion and stupid 
self-deceit to think that Mexico can 
or will ever returr to the customs of 
our dark periods of the past.

“To this end 1 call upon all revolu-

Mexico City, July 18 (A.P.).—Thé 
body of Gen. Alvaro Obregon, presi- 
dent-elect of Mexico, was tonight en 
route to his home in Sonora. His death 
left the capitai in mourning and de- 
nouncing the assassin who fired bullets 
from an eutomatic pistol while his vice 
tim was partaking of a luncheon given 
in celebration of his being chosen for 
the office of chief executive. 

Just before the train pulled out of 
the station here this afternoon 
thousands of followers of the Obregon 
policies raised their right hands and 
took a solemn oath to sustain his prin- 
ciples and to see that punishment is 
visited upon those responsible for his 
death.

“We demand of you justice by the 
punishment of those who were guilty 
of murdering Obregon.”

Beloved by Playgoers the World Over, Famous Actress, 
Resting in Quiet Kent Home, Suffers “Seizure” 
and Condition Causes Much Anxiety. 


London, July 18 (A.P,).—Dame Ellen 
Terry, beloved by playgoers the world 
over, who is dangerously ill a. her home 
in Kent, a few days ago gave the Asso- 
ciated Press this message for America: 
“Give my love to America, and tell 
my dear friends there that I am think- 
ing of them as I rest here in my quiet 
English countryside. Wherf one is 80, 
one has dreams of days gone by, and 
often in my dreams I live again the 
many happy times I spent in America. 
“My heart is warm with memories 
of my friends across the sea.” 

Miss Terry was sitting in a big arm- 
chair by a latticed window looking out 
over the rolling green of Kent as she 
recalled her experiences across the At- 
lantic. ; 

It was announced that Dame Terry 
had “a seizure” Tuesday morning Her 
ccndition is causing anxiety to her 
friends because of her age and the fact 
that she suffered an indisposition last 
February. 

The Associated Press was - told over 
the telephone tonight that her condi- 
tion was unchanged. Her brother, Fred 
Terry, and her sister, Marion, were with 
her today, but returned to Lapeen to-

Senator Winner; Dixon 
Chosen by Republicans to 
Oppose Him for Seat. 


Helena, Mont., Juiy 18 (A.P.).— 
United Statés Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler has been renominated by the 
Democratic party in Montana. 

Returns from yesterday’s primary 
election served today to steadily in- 
crease Senator Wheeier’s overwhelming 
lead over his opponent SV. Stewart, 
war-time Governor of Montana, who 
has conceded the senator’s victory and 
has sent him a telegram of congratu- 
lation. 

Joseph M. Dixon, also a former 
governor, was leading his closest op- 
ponent, C. H. Williams, for the Re- 
publican nomination, by nearly 5,000 
votes late today. 

The vote from 526 precincts out ot 
1,490 in the State in the Democratic 
contest gave Wheeler, 20,282; Stewart, 
4,940. In the Republican race the vote 
from the same number of precincts 
was Dixon, 16,370; Williams, 11,621. 

Gov. J, E. Erickson and Roy E. Ayres 
of Lewiston, contesting for the Demoa- 
cratic nomination for governor, were 
running neck and neck and the lead 
changed often. The vote from 1,051 pre- 
cincts was Erickson, 21,525; Ayres, 21,- 
441. 

Wellington D. Rankin was accepted 
as the Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor. —

The gates of the penitentiary will 
swing open tomorrow for Means, who 
tonight was still known as No: 20103 
Only the formality of swearing to a 
pauper’s oath to relieve himself of a 
second $10,000 fine then remains before 
he joins his wife, who friends say will 
meet him. It was said they probably 
would go to New York or Washington 


Thirty days Extra for Fine. 


The former Department of Justice 
regent finished his sentence last month. 
but had to serve an additional 30 days 
in leu of payment of the fine which 
under the pauper’s oath he must swear 
he is unable to pay. 

Means, who was a central figure itn 
testimony in several senatorial investi- 
gations in Washington, entered the 
prison on May 23, 1926. He was first 
convicted in New York July 1, 1924, 
on charges of conspiracy to violate the 
national prohibition laws and was sen- 
tenced to serve two years in prison and 
fined $10,000. Six months later, on 
January 30, 1925. he was convicted of 
accepting money from officials of the 
Crager Glass Casket System Corporation 
to bribe United States officials. Offi- 
cers of the casket company were then 
facing charges of using the mails to 
defraud. 

During his trial on 
violation charge, Means 
had received $40,000 from 
persons which he turned over to 
Jesse Smith, confidant of Harry M 
Daugherty, former United States at-| 
torney general.

Six Vessels in Field as Others 
Refuel or Replenish Their

TRACES OF AMUNDSEN 
PLANE REPORTED FOUND 
Story at Oslo Believed to Be 
Variation of Former One, 
Which Was Vague. 


Oslo, Norway, July 18 (A.P.).—Nine 
Vessels and upward of a score of avia- 
tors remain in the Spitzbergen area to 


Search for the six possible survivors of 
the dirigible Italia and the six missing 
rescuers oY the Raald Amundsen party. 
Of the nine vessels four are Norwegian, 
three are French and two are Russian. 

Six of the ships were in the field 
today. The other three were refuelling 
or otherwise renewing their stores in 
preparation for resuming their search. 

The latest addition to the fleet is the 
vessel of the famous French explorer. 
Jean Baptiste Charcot. He sailed early 
today from Bergen on the Pourquoi Pas 
@nd will cooperate especially with the 
French cruiser Strassbourg which 1s 
cosling at Longyear City. M. Charcot 
Delieves that the French Latham sea- 
plane, in which Capt. Rene Guilbaud, 
of the French navy, was piloting 
Amundsen, Lieut. Dietrichsen and three 
French navy men, has crashed some- 
where in the Spitzbergen Archipelago. 
He believes the plane has been de- 
etroyed but that the six men aboard it 
are alive. 


Maligin Seeks Party. 


The Russian icebreaker Maligin was 
Peported last as being in the neighbor- 
hood of 78 degrees north and 33 east.

AGREES TO SURRENDER 
RUM-LADEN VESSELS 


Prosecution of Crews Seized 
Off Bahamas Quashed 
in Courts. 


(Associated Press.) 

The celebrated and complicated in- 
ternational case involving Boatswain 
Larry Christiansen, of the United States 
Coast Guard, and, indirectly, “Pop” 
Nesle, former dry agent, has been set- 
tied by diplomatic negotiations between 
Washington and London. 

In admission of the violation of 
British sovereignty py Christiansen, the 
Washington Government formally has 


expressed its regrets to London In ad- 
dition, it has agreed to surrender to 
the British authorities the two Ameri- 
can registered rum laden vessels seized 
by Christiansen off the Bahamas, and 
their cargoes, and it has quashed pro- 
ceedings in American courts against the 
crews of the two vessels. 

The only remaining question is 
whether Christiansen is liable under 
Coast Guard articles of war or American 
criminal law for prosecution on allega- 
tions of complicity in the theft of some 
of the seized liquor, a charge on which 
Nesle was convicted and for which he 
served time in the Bahamas. The Brit- 
ish authorities have submitted evidence 
aS to the share they charge Christian- 
sen had in that transaction and this 
information has been handed over by 
the State Department both to the De- 
partment of Justice and the Treasury 
Department. 


Took Prisoners to Gun Cay. 


Christiansen, commanding a Coast 
Guard patrol vessel, seized the two rum 
laden ships off the Bahamas last Sep- 


tember. There Is an unsettled dispute 
as to whether the actual seizure was 
made within British territorial waters, 
Christiansen contending he overhauled 
and took possession of the two ships 
5 miles offshore in the open sea. 
The point proved to be of no impor- 
tance, however, as Christiansen subse- 
quently took the captured ships into 
British waters, landing his prisoners 
and the seized cargoes at Gun Cay, 
Bahamas, where they spent the night, 
being transferred to another Coast 
Guard vessel the following day and 
sent to the United States. 

It is this entry of British jurisdiction, 
admittedly in defiance of all interna- 
tional law and custom, which prompted 
the American apology and the offer to 
Surrender the seized vessels and thelr 
crews and cargoes to British authority. 
The actual date for delivery of vessels 
and cargoes, the prisoners having al- 
ready been set at liberty and bail re- 
mitted, is awaiting only designation of

Christiansen at Gun Cay. 

They also charged Christiansen with 
complicity in that theft and sought 
¢’his extradition under a treaty which 
makes no exception as to members of 
the armed forces of either country. 

The Washington Government was 
unwilling to interpret the treaty as 
including members of the armed forces 
and undertook to persuade the British 
to drop the proceedings against Chris- 
tiansen with assurances that he would 
be transferred to other work or other- 
wise disciplined for violation of British 
sovereignty. Christiansen had explain- 
ed that Nesle was aboard his craft as 
& pilot because he knew the waters 
where the seizure was made. 

“The British accepted the American 
proposal with the stipulation, however, 
that if the charges against Christian- 
sen before British courts were to be 
dropped, his status under American 
law should be examined. The Wash- 
ington Government agreed to consider 
any evidence the British might be able 
to submit as to Christiansen’s com- 
plicity in any irregularities while 
within’ British territorial waters and it 
is that phase of the case which alone 
remains unsettled.

The United Mine Workers of America 


today abandoned the Jacksonville 
scale as a basis for wage negotiations 
in the bituminous coal flelds and ex- 
tended to each one of its districts the 
right to effect settlements with coal 
operators “upon a basis mutually 
satisfactory.”

Adheres to Constitution.

Chicago, July 18.—The assassination 
of Gen. Alvaro Obregon, president- 
elect of Mexico, Tuesday, was “un- 
doubtedly the result of a plot by those 
who have been attempting to over- 
throw the Calles government,’ Senator 
J. Thomas Heflin, of Alabama, said 
here tonight. 

The senator has been in the city 
since Tuesday morning. On Tuesday 
afternoon he addressed the Ku Klux 
Klan, which is holding a four-day con- 
vention here. Today he visited with 
Chicago friends and political associ- 
ates. He will remain here until prob- 
ably Friday afternoon, he said, al- 
though he does not expect to make 
any Chicago speeches. 

“I was deeply shocked at the news 
of Gen. Obregon’s death,” the Ala- 
baman said. “I am quite sure it will 
turn out to have been plotted by the 
enemies who have been attempting to 
overthrow Calles and his administra- 
tion. 

“It is a peculiar thing. And coming 
so close after the death of Capt. Car- 
ranza under peculiar circumstances, it 
is doubly significant. In my opinion, 
those two things came from the same 
source.”

Dr. Vasconcelos, Lectilring at 
University of California, 
Hints at Men in Power. 


IS FRUIT OF DESPOTISM 


Berkeley, Calif., July 18 (A.P.).—Dr. 
Jose Vasconcelos, noted jurist and 
author of Mexico, who has been deliv- 
ering a series of lectures at the Uni- 
versity of California here, declared to- 
day that the assassination of Presi- 
dent-elect Obregon of that country was 
“the result of despotism.” 

“President Calles probably will profit 
by the situation and may retain his 
power,” said Dr. Vasconcelos, who was 
himself the candidate of the Civilian 
party for the presidency at one time. 
“If the people follow the will of the 
constitution there will be an election, 
but if a dictator can impose hig will 
then Calles will attempt to remain in 
power.” 

Dr. Vasconcelos made a formal state- 
ment in part as follows: 

“The assassination of President-elect 
Obregon is the result of despotism. 
When you suppress the vote and free 
speech people will have a tendency to 
answer force with force. Mexico is 
firmly opposed to dictators, as is shown 
by the fact that President Calles has 
been unable to pacify the country, al- 
though he has made a continuous use 
of the firing squad. 

“The assassination of Obregon,

New York, July 18 (A.P.).—The prices 
of Mexican bonds declined 1 to 12 in 
the bond market here today on selling 
influenced by news of the assassina- 
tion of President-elect Obregon.

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MEXICO’S MISFORTUNE. 


| Although the late Gen, Obregon’s followers 
express the belief that conspirators enginecred 
the murder committed by Juan “‘Escapulario,”’ 
nothing has been discovered as yet to warrant 
such a suspicion. The assassin, a frail and 
shabby youth of obviously low mentality, 
seems to have concocted the crime alone. He 
declared as much to President Calles, but it is 
now reported that the fellow is “beginning to 
talk.’’. If he was the instrument of conspira- 
tors, and if others besides Gen. Obregon were 
listed for destruction, the revelations may have 
far-reaching results, as President Calles and 
Obregon’s adherents will stop at nothing in 
wreaking’ vengeance, 

Fears that the death of Gen. Obregon would 
be the signal for uprisings were baseless. Al- 
though greatly stirred, the City of Mexico is 
orderly, and strong military forces are at hand 
to quell any disturbances. 

. Mexico can derive some comfort in the 
thought that the civilized world has expressed 
its sympathy:-for the country in the loss of its 
president-elect. Gen. Obregon was looked 


upon as a creative statesman who would have 


accomplished great things for Mexico if he 
had been spared. The problems that caused 
such serious controversies are in the way of 
settlement, and it is known that Obregon in- 
tended to carry forward this work in an 
enlightened spirit. He commanded the loyalty 
of the army and was respected by the Mexican 
people. A national misfortune has overtaken 
the country, mitigated by the fact that Presi- 
dent Calles is still at the helm. The continu- 
ance of Calles in authority seems to be a 
necessity, and no doubt a way will be found 
vy hereby he can remain in office. 


PRIVATE LANDS IN PARKS. 


In order to clear its title to the lands in- 
cluded in public parks, the Government has 
been spending $50,000 annually, provided the 
sum was matched in equal amounts by in- 
dividuals and organizations interested in the 
development of the public parks of the Nation.

One who 
has sojourned within any of these delightful 
parks comes to have a feeling of affection for 
the national parks, and a champion of every 
effort for their maintenance and extension. 
The National Park Service of the Department 
of the Interior is intelligently alert in foster- 
ing this public interest in the Nation’s play- 
grounds, 


REGULATING RADIO. 


Hearings before the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion have worked out as had been anticipated. 
Of the 164 stations notified that their licenses 
would not be renewed after August 1, 55 failed 
to protest formally. Automatically, therefore, 
they were eliminated from further considera- 
tion for license renewal. Of the balance, a few 
have been able to prove to the satisfaction of 
the commission that they serve public con- 
venience and necessity. The licenses of these 
will be renewed. Most of those that appeared 
before the commission were unable to make 
such a showing. The licenses of these wil) not 
be renewed.

THE ARMY ON WHEELS. 


The Army's experiment with modern, 
motorized fighting equipment can not be called 
completely successful. It is true that high 
officials were encouraged rather than dis- 
couraged by the maneuvers between Fort 
Leonard Wood and Marlboro. The equipment, 
however, failed miserably in the test run. 
Antiquated and obsolete, with but few excep- 
tions, it was to have been expected that trouble 
would develop with many of the 11-year-old 
trucks and tanks. However, these maneuvers 
and those that are projected for the late sum- 
mer bid fair to impress upon Congréss and 
the public the fact that modern methods of 
warfare demand the appropriation of larger 
funds for motorization. 

Some 250 machines were mobilized by the 
War Department for the trek between Fort 
Leonard Wood and Marlboro. Of this number 
less than a score were of modern construction 
and design. It was predicted that the 42-mile 
journey could be made in little more than four 
hours. Nine hours had elapsed, however, be- 
fore the last unit to leave-the fort was safely 
in Marlboro. The modern equipment per- 
formed fully up to expectations. The war- 
time trucks, tractors and motor cars, however, 
kept the mechanical force busy and accounted 
for the numerous delays that brought the time 
‘on the road up to nine hours. 

The old days of marching men and cantering 
cavalry have passed. The army that has not 
been motorized may fight as efficiently as the 
adversary that has followed the march of 
progress, but fighting is to no avail if the 
enemy is not present and the motorized army 
can outmaneuver the one that is not motorized. 
Under forced march it would take an infantry 
company at least two days to cover 42 miles. 
In the motorized experiment the infantry or- 
ganizations made the 42-mile trip in five hours, 
arriving at their destination fresh and in fight- 
ing trim. At the end of a 42-mile march com- 
pleted in two days over hard roads and be- 
neath a scorching sun an infantry unit would 
be exhausted. 

With its antiquated equipment the Army 
has proved to its own satisfaction that any 
motorized force is superior to one that is not 
motorized. But a force mounted on broken- 
down equipment could not prevail against an 
army mounted on modern, up-to-the-minute 
trucks, tractors, tanks and motor cars. Other 
nations are motorizing their armies. The 
United States must do likewise, not only so 
that there will be equipment instantly avail- 
able should need arise, but also so that men 
and officers can be trained properly in the 
tactics of modern warfare. It has been dem- 
onstrated that the need is imperative for in- 
creased appropriations for motorization. 
Congress should not refuse any request for 
such funds. 


STATE CONTROL AVIATION. 


The increasing number of airplane accidents 
resulting from the use of unlicensed planes 
by unlicensed pilots calls for immediate legis- 
lation in the States. The Federal Govern- 
ment has no control over machines that are 
not engaged in interstate traffic. As long as 
a machine is used only within the borders of 
a State it need not be licensed under Federal 
law. Pilots holding a Federal license are ex- 
pressly prohibited from flying unlicensed 
planes, so that the number of wildcat planes 
operating is not large. Nevertheless, in view 
of the fact that 90 per cent of the fatal air- 
plane accidents in 1927 involved unlicensed 
pilots or planes, it is apparent that the States 
must take control of aviation within their 
borders, 

Immediately after the air commerce act 
was enacted the Department of Commerce 
suggested that the States should pass supple- 
mentary laws regulating aviation. Several of 
them have done so. Pennsylvania has set up 
a bureau of aeronautics in its internal affairs 
department, with authority to license both 
planes and pilots. This week it issued its 
first licenses. The New York Legislature at 
its last session enacted a law providing that 
every pilot operating in the State shall have a 
Federal license, and that every plane used in 
the State shall be registered in pursuance of 
the Federal regulations. Last Friday it was 
announced that New York State troopers would 
be used to enforce this law, and on Monday 


OF 


_the police started a systematic check of all 


airplanes at private and public airports. At 
the Same time they are examining the Federal 
licenses of all pilots and fleld personnel. 
The New York law is the simplest that could 
have been adopted. New York needs no ex- 
pensive examining or licensing machinery. 
Laws similar to that adopted in Pennsylvania 
probably will be found equally effective, but 
at greater expense. New York leaves to the 
Federal Government the expensive and bother- 
som examining and licensing function, under- 
taking only to make certain that pilots have 
complied with Federal law, States that thus 
far have not adopted regulations for aircraft 
and pilots will find such laws necessary in 
order to prevent needless accidents. They 
could do no better than model their statutes 
upon that now effective in New York State. 


WOMEN AS ARTISTS. 


Some one has ventured to criticize women 
as artists and cast upon them the aspersion 
that they do not rank with men in that field of 
inspired effort. It is not advisable to direct 
the darts of feminine indignation toward the 
offender by naming him, but the charge should 
be taken up. 

Whether from the point of view of intui- 
tive perception of the spiritual purpose of art, 
clear appreciation of definition and contrast 
in the use of colors, or ability to make ‘the 
line flow from purport to product, giving unity 
and sequence and webbing to the theme,” as 
some one has put the matter, women artists 
are indisputably every whit the equal of men 
artists, although more apt to be drawn from 
the service of the Muse by matrimony. 

It would be ridiculous to make comparison 
of the brush of women with the brush of men 
in the range of their art experience. Up to 
the middle of the last century, women were 
yirtuaWy deprived of art education upon a 
parity with the other sex. This is certainly

In fiction, at a time when they did not dare 
to append their own names, and published 
under male pseudonyms, the works of women 
gained recognition on their’ merits. As 
women receive equal benefits of education 
they develop abilities equal to those of men in 
every branch of artistic endeavor.

CHAIN STORES. 


The chain store is coming into sharper 
competition with the independent retailer. 
For the first six months of 1928 499 new chain 
store units were provided for either by actual 
openings, leases or construction of buildings. 
Of this total but 123 units were of the 5 and 
10 cent store variety, while more than 75 per 
cent, or 376 units, were of the 5c to $1 class. 
In addition, during the first six months of 1928 
chain department stores provided for 430 new 
units, of which 175 were established by mail 
order houses. 

The independent retailer does not find him- 
self in a happy situation. The public has come 
to patronize the store in which the price tag is 
lowest. It may be that the public prefers 
cheapness to personal service. If so, the in- 
dependent retailer will be forced to alter his 
way of doing business. 

It is in the smaller towns and cities that the 
independent merchant suffers most. _ Cities of 
more than 100,000 population contain groups 
that always will be patrons of the independent 
retailer. In communities of between 10,000 
and 25,000, however, only the dealer with the 
stronger resources can survive, and that mer- 
chant is apt to be the chain store. 

As a result of chain competition it is likely 
that new practices of merchandising will be 
evolved under which the independent will 
able to prosper alongside the chain.

The destruction has been caused 
to seedling crops planted in the spring. The 
farmers replanted their crops, but missed the 
early spring market peaks which would have 
increased their profits. Besides vegetable 
crops, tobacco, peanuts, chufas and grasses 
were destroyed. The destruction crops is 
caused by the mole crickets in constructing 
subterranean galleries which sever the roots 
of all vegetation encountered. Unless the 
farmers can stop the increase of this insect 
a scourge as damaging as the boll weevil 
may develop.

LOCAL BUILDING HEIGHTS. 


The Zoning Commission will hold a public 
hearing next Wednesday to consider the regu- 
lation providing that buildings up to 130 feet 
in height must be set back 6 inches for each 
foot of height over 110 feet. This provision 
was added to the zoning code in April, 1927. 
Since then several exceptions have been made. 
The matter has ‘been brought up again by the 
application of a department store for per- 
mission to erect a 130-foot structure on the 
northwest corner of Fourteenth and F streets. 
Diagonally opposite on the same corner stands 
the National Press Building, a 140-foot struc- 
ture without setbacks. 

The Zoning Commission proposes, in view 
of the numerous requests that have been made 
for exception to the setback rule, to abolish it 
entirely. Experience with the regulation has 
indicated, says the commission, that there will 
be continual requests for exemption. Since 
certain structures have been erected to a height 
greater than 110 feet without setbacks those 
petitioning for the same privilege in the same 
neighborhood seem to have right on their side. 

The setback rule was adopted because it 
ws feared that tall buildings in Washington 
would dwarf Government structures. This 
possibility still is present. If the setback rule 
is abandoned it is probable that builders will 
plan structures higher than the new limit, pe- 
titioning _for special permission to carry 
through their plans. With proper setbacks 
there is no reason to oppose higher structures. 

The application of the department store 
should be granted. Fourteenth and F streets, 
with buildings over 130 feet high on two 
corners, would have a better appearance if 
equally tall buildings were erected on the re- 
maining corners. At this intersection there 
are no Federal structures to be dwarfed. | 

It might be well to resurvey the District 
and create certain areas in which high struc- 
tures would be permitted. In such areas, if 
130 feet is to be the maximum vertical line, 
buildings of greater height should be per- 
mitted with proper setbacks above the 130- 
foot level. One has only to view the modern 
New York skyline to come to the conclusion 
that pyramid architecture, as forced by set- 
back, regulations, is more desirable than the 
old type in which walls were carried straight 
to towering eaves.

LIBERIA NOW GAGWING 
COTTON AND GABBAGES 


Pineapples, Ginger and Beans 
Also Are Doing Well on 
Experimental Farm. 


NATIVES EXPECT BOOM 


Monrovia, Liberia, July 18 (A.P.).— 
With a 1,000-acre experimental farm as 
a\n.cleus, the wiberian government 
unde; President K‘ng is vigorously 
pushitg plans to creat an African Eden 
in the jungles of the Negro republic. 

Seeds and plants from all tropical 
and »sémitropical regions of the world 
are ceiling brought tc the farm. Pre- 
liminary experiments have already 
demorstrated that the soil and climate 
of wiberla can produce excellent crops, 
chieit, rubber, pineapples, cotton, cof- 
fee, bananas, ginger, rice, cocoanuts, 
Sugar cane and cacao 

There is the promise of powerful 
baca«‘ug from American financial and 
industrial interests it the tests are sat- 
isfas-cry, and the inhfbitants of Li- 
berla are already pointing to signs of an 
app*oaching ‘boom.’ 

Th- experimental farm is about an 
hout’s ride from Monrovia, the capital, 
and not especially favored as to loca- 
tion. The reason fo. this is that Pres- 
iden’. King wanted to find out just 
what could be done working under 
conc itions of average climatg and cul- 
tivation. 

As one enters .he grounds the first 
cbjec that the cye sees is the 25-acre 
pineapple plantation In even rows, 
free irom all grass and vegetation de- 
struc.,ive to tropical farms, stand the 
pineapple plants that have been iim- 
rorted, and adjoiaing, the wild pine- 
appl: stems taken from the jungie. 
Under cultivation the fruit of the lai- 
ter cival in size, taste and shipping 
qualit.es those grown upon plants im- 
ported from the Hawalian Islands, many 
Samples weighing over eight pounds, 
none less than four. 

A field of ginger imported from China 
and p»ianted next to a field of. native 
ginger had produced profusely ginger 
of a high grade, 

Stretches of beans of various varie- 
ties, carefully trained on poles, the pods 
of large s'z " well filled, are flanked 
by 9,000 hills of cabbage ready for the 
market, of good size and free from all 
insects. 

A field of yams, eddoes and cassavas 
are in the best of condition. These re- 
place the Irish potato in the kitchen of 
the inhabitants of the tropical zone. 
To the left lay the cotton fields. The 
soil and climate of Liberia are eminent- 
ly sulted to the production of cotton. 

From seeds imported from the United 
States cotton was grown last year of 
such size and quality that samples sent 
to cotton brokers in Manchester were 
designated as the finest long staple 
cotton ever submitted for the firm's 
inspection. 

Wild cotton is grown everywhere in 
great profusion, the seeds carried by the 
wind take root wherever they fall. The 
natives clean it by hand and bleach it 
ca ily when spun. The yarn is dyed 
with native dyes—blue from the indigo 
plant, orange red from the juice of the 
Orleans plant and brown from various 
grasses, 

The yarn is woven into native or 
country cloth on primitive hand looms, 
usually in blue and white stripes, as 
the looms permit only the weaving of 
narrow strips. The cloth is used by 
the native for his clothing and such 
articles as are necessary 
[n the northwestern part of Liberia cot- 
ton is fairly extensively vrown, although 
up to the present the natives have 
grown cotton only along the edge of 
the streams, as these are 
means of transportation. 

Cotton plantations in Liberia would 
a fair profit within 
time.

DECLARER’S PLAN. 

Declarer sees that, unless he can ob- 
tain a discard, he stands to lose two 
Hearts and two Clubs; and conse- 
quently game. To exhaust the trumps 
and then to lead the Jack of Diamonds 
with the jdea of finessing would not 
be effecetive because. if the Queen be 
in the East hand, it would take a 
Diamond trick; and while, in that case, 


that discard would b-» offset by the loss 
of the Diamond. If the Queen of Dia- 
monds be in the West hand, it would 


cover the Jack and no extra Diamond 
would be made up to give the desired 
discard. 

Therefore Declarer should plan to 
play the hand in the following way: 

Win trick 1. Lead a small Spade 
from Closed Hand to trick 2, winning 
it in Dummy; and lead a small Dia- 
mond from Dummy to trick 3. If 
West have the Queen of Diamonds, 
this play will*neithe: gain nor lose 
Tt will cost a Diamond trick, but will 
enable Declarer to obtain a Club dis- 
card. But if East have the Queen of 
Diamonds, the play will be effective 
because East doubtless will win the 
first Diamond trick with the Queen, 
and then lead a Heart. The adversa- 
ries, of course, then will take in two 
Heart tricks, making a total of three 
tricks; after which they will lead a 
Club which Closed Hand will win, 
lead one high trump and the Jack of 
Diamonds, and then put Dummy in 
with a trump, probably exhausting the 
adverse trumps and giving Closed 
Hand two Club discards and producing 
game. 

This plan might no* work If one ad- 
versary should hold four trumps, but 
it is the only way in which winning 
game can be expected and therefore 
should be tried.

For Chance At Heavy Title 


HE heavyweight horizon was be- 

clouded yesterday with the ar- 

rival in New York of Knute Han- 
sen, the “Durable Dane,” who through 
his manager, Walter Friedman, an- 
nounced that he would start immedi- 
ately a campaign which he declared 
would lead up to a match for the 
championship with ‘whomever holds 
the title at the time. 

Hansen and his manager disem- 
barked from the Olympia yesterday 
morning following an extended tour 
of Europe, during which the Danish 
fighter literally combed the continent 
in an effort to obtain fights. Friedman 
declares his man was sidestepped on 
every occasion by the European heavies 
who would have no dealings with him 
within the confines of the regulation

Following his one-round knockout of 
Phil Scott, the English champion, who 
made a remarkable showing in his 
American fights, Hansen has been un- 
able to obtain matches with the rank- 
ing heavyweights—the same men who 
would have welcomed his opposition 


before the demise of Scott as a con- 
tender at the hands of the Dane. 
Friedman is a firm believer in the 


ability of the Danish heavyweight, who, 
he declares, has every requisite of a 
champion. He has exhibited a knock- 
out punch in his fights in America, 
winning 21 of his engagements by thit 
method and losing Only three bouts. 
Besides Scott, he knocked out Romero 
Rojas, the Chilean champion. 

Hansen, a blond giant of six feet 
four inches, was born in Copenhagen 25 
years ago and 16 extremely well edu- 
cated. His wife is a titled Russian. 
Hansen is a legitimate heavyweight. 
weighing 207 pounds in fighting trim. 

During his tour of Europe, Hansen 
was refused as a substitute by Paulino 
Uzcudum, who was scheduled for a 
bout in Berlin. Other promoters were 
unable to find matches for the Dano.

DURING FISCAL YEAR 
INCREASE 10 109,111 


One of Every Four and a Half 
Persons Here in Toils; 
Traffic Cases Lead. 


STREET DEATHS, AT 81, 
BREAK EVERY RECORD 


None Slain by Women Drivers. 
Liquor Cases Show Slight 
Decrease for Period. 


A total of 103,113 arrests were made 
by Washington police in the fiscal year 
that ended June 30, it was announced 
yesterday. Using a population estimate 
of 490,000, this meant that one person 
in every 43, was charged with violating 
the law. Of the arrests made, 42,598, or 
41 per cent, were for traffic violations, 
38,298, or 75 per cent, of them being of 
a petty nature. 


When the figures were made public 
yesterday, it was recalled that, two 
years ago, District officials became 
alarmed at the large number of arrests 
that had been made in the first quarter 
of the year. 

It was estimated then that the record 
at the end of the year would show that 
One in every four Washingtonians had 
been arrested. 

The Commissioners consulted with 
the superintendent of police, and,the 
wholesale arrest of citizens for trifling 
offenses was curbed. The figures made 
public yesterday, however, indicate that 
the policy formulated then has, in a 
large degree, been departed from. 


Arrests Going Up Again. 


Tn the fiscal year 1926, within which 
occurred the three months whose sta- 
tistics alarmed the commissioners, traf- 
fic arrests were 47 per cent of the total 
despite efforts toward the end of the 
year to hold them down. 

In the fiscal year 1927, the policy 
inaugurated by Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, 
superintendent of police, of warning 
petty violators instead of arresting so 
many, reduced the percentage to 39. It 
is now on the way up again. 

Liquor arrests, on the other hand, 
were less in percentage of the whole 
last year than the year before. There 
were 20,263, or 19.6 per cent of all, as 
compared with 18,681, or 24 per cent, 
in the preceding year. 


Women Drivers Cleared. 


There were some ¢urious figures in 
the tabulations of the police. Killings, 
including murder, manslaughter and 
assaults with intent to kill, were tried 
with the following weapons, among 
others: Automobile cranks, dishes, ice 
picks, bottles, bricks and fists. One 
man was arrested on the charge of 
cairying a concealed weapon. It was 
an ice pick. 

Women automobile drivers obtained 
a clean bill of health. Eighty-eight 
persons were killed in traffic accidents 
during the year and not one of the 
offending cars was driven by a woman. 
Only thirteen drivers of cars that 
kUled were colored. 


Thousands Injured. 


There were fewer traffic accidents, 
but more traffic deaths than in: any 
twelve months since the traffic depart- 
ment was created. 

The percentage of accidents result- 
tng in injury to persons has steadily 
mounted, as the number of accidents 
has decreased, indicating that the re- 
duction of the number of accidents Is 
in the less serious ones. 

In the last twelve months there were 
4,127 traffic accidents, 2,396 of which, 
or 59 per cent, resulted in injury to 
persons. 

The year before that the percentage 
was 49 and in the fiscal year 1926 it 
was 38.

Wrong Address Ends 
Asher Padlock Case 


Another liquor case in which the late 
James L Asher figured was dismissed 
yesterday in Equity Court by Justice 
Jennings Bailey, who declined to “pad- 
lock” a defendant at a place where the 
defendant did not live or visit. 

Upon information furnished by Asher 
the Federal Government in May, 19265, 
obtained a temporary injunction of the 
“padlock” variety against T. George 
Miller at 110 Ridge road northeast, 
whereas Miller lives at 110 Ridge road 
southeast. Attorneys Mangan and, 
Kelly, counsel for Miller, demanded the 
dismissal of the injunction bill on the 
ground that Miller did not live at the 
address mentioned in the bill and also 
on the ground that he never sold liquor 
to Asher or any one else. The motion 
was granted without opposition from 
the Government.

John Byroads, 38 years old, who gave 
his address as the Woodbine Pleasure 
Club, Baltimore, Md., yesteriay was 
treated at Emergency Hospital for 
poisoning, said to have been self-ad- 
ministered.

FAITH HERE 16,000 


Report by Commerce Depart- 
ment Lists Temple Property 
at $343,000. 


Five congregations of the °Jewish 
faith in the District of Columbia re- 
ported a total membership of 16,000 
for the year 1926, according to a pre- 
liminary report issued yesterday by the 
Department of Commerce. 

The reports from 2,948 congregations 
in the United States, for the same 
year, indicated that there were 4,087,-
